Léague are :~—(1) That 
if more than. ten teams enter, the enmpeti- 
tion under League rales would be unwork- 
ablo; (2) That as it is expeeted about six-

Thanks to the superb 
bowling by Tearhe (ho took three 
wickets befure a run was hit off him) and 
Peel, the visitors were all out in an hour 
and thirteen minutes for 44. The homo 
eleven.waa therefore left the winners of an 
exciting if short match by 66 runs: Qun- 
jitsinhpi could not play in the closing siage 
of the match, through haying run a pin. into 
his foot; Brockwell made a capital ‘sub- 
atitute.
